gentlemen speculated in real estate. 
even buying an entire city for §10, 000, 
and at one time owned or controlled 
over one-fourth of the property located 
within the city limits. 
Steamboats 


were placed on the creek, and low fare 
was offered as an inducement for 
strangers to cross the Bay and invest in 
Oakland lots. 


THK I'lKST STEP 


Towards Oakland's present greatness 
was made in the year 1822, when 
was purchased from Louis M. Peralta 
and Sons the title of a largo tract of 
land. The place at ouco began to 
grow, and on the 4th day of May ,1852, 
the Governor, John Bigler, approved 
an Act incoporating the town of Oak- 
land. The first gun had been fired and 
the second was re-loaded. 


BUSINESS PROPERTY 


Was in demaud, and lots at the foot of 
Broadway were greedily taken at the 
then good prices of §30 and §100 each. 
Stores (a few small roughly put up 
shells, with redwood boards) were 
erected 
and 
business commenced. 


On the east side of Broadway, a little 
above where the Belmont livery stable 
now stands, and about four doors from 
Fifth street, was the extreme north- 
ern end of the town. A small shanty 
stood there, and the enticing sign of 
"rot-gut -whisky for sale here," was 
displayed to the lovers of this peculiar 
drink.

WEST SIDE OF BROADWAY, 


With the exception of one small sa- 
loon on the corner of Fourteenth and 
Broadway. 
On the corner of Seventh 


and Broadway, v.here Searing's saloon 
is now located, stood a small private 
residence, then one of the finest in the 
city. In 1862, this very corner lot 
was offered for $25, and to-day it is 
worth §2000 per front foot.

INCORPORATED AS A CITY. 


At the first City election 368 votes 


were polled, and Horace W. Carpen- 
ter was elected Mayor. The City at 
that time had less thun 1000 inhab- 
itants; lack of speedy connection with 
San Francisco was the only draw-back, 
but in the course of time that ob- 
stacle was overcome, and the bril- 
liant outlook of the City of Oaks was 
pictured by many pioneers who are 
yet in our midst to see their fancy 
dreams realized.

Operations of th« California Bridge 


'Company and Enterprise Plan 


Ing Mill. 
Among the many incorporate* 


companies that now exist in this citiy 
is that of the California Bridge am 
Building Company. The Companj 
•wag incorporated in March, 1873 
•mill Alfred Burrell as President 
and J, C. Gotten as Secretary.. The 
object of the company was to con- 
tract for the building of bridges, 
court lionses, jails, and other build- 
ings. "With a capital stock of $100- 
000, 
n large amount of which was 


subscribed, the company started 
business under the most favorable 
circumstances. It received contracts 
from all quarters of the State. 
The 


court houses of Fresno, Mercer1, ana 
Kern counties, five county jails, two 
large banks, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church on Fourteenth street, in 
this city, the new Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind Asylum, atBerkeley, the Cen- 
tennial Hotel, on Fourteenth street, 
a number of Odd Fellows' and Ma- 
sonic halls, besides a number of 
other similar buildings, were erected 
by this company. 


The engineering works of the com- 


pany embraces fifty-one bridges in 
•various sections of this State and 
Nevada. The bridge over the Sac- 
j.-ainento river at Red Bluff—the 
largest one onth« Pacific Coast— 
has just been completed by the com- 
pany. The business of the inoorpo- 
tion is becoming somewhat extended, 
and as a general rule the mill work 
invariably costs the most, it was 
deemed advisable to establish a mill 
at once. The one-half block bounded 
by First, Second, Grove and Castro 
streets was purchased, and a two- 
story bnilding, 50x105, erected. The 
location is a good one for various 
important reasons, viz., it is directly 
on the line of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, and is, in all probabilities, 
located near where large wharves 
will be constructed. The mill ma- 
chinery is all new and of the latest 
devices. On the lower floor there 
are eight machines, and on the up- 
per ten. TJieso different machines 
are now turning out, on an average, 
thirty-thousand feet of lumber per 
•week. There are seventy men em- 
ployed by the company, who are di- 
rectly under the supervision of 
Frank Cotton, who acts as foreman. 
The lower flower is principally used 
as as a sawing and planing depart- 
ment. On the upper floor the dif- 
ferent departments are ns follows : 
Stair department, under the charge 
of Ekeys and McChesney; frame 
department under the charge of Mr. 
E. Dnffey ; and the sash, blind and 
carving departments. A specialty is 
made in the finishing of California 
and Eastern hardwood. The mill 
work now being turned out is for A. 
J. Kslston's magnificent residence, 
which is now being constructed on 
.Sycamore street.
